May 16, 2017 Election

calls on Election Day. Staff has also been busy addressing media questions following the election and 
answered 22 inquiries, issued two press releases and posted six election information items on social media.

Business Improvement Districts (BID) 

On May 30, 2017, the City Council adopted the Ordinance of Intention for the 2017 reconfirmation of 
assessments for the Little Tokyo Business Improvement District.
